last Wednesday morning and is now 
believed to be in this city. 

Capt. O’Brien declined to discuss the 
report, but the detective department. 
showing increased actiyity in the case 
this morning-and a.large force is at 
work trying to locate the minister. 


Followiug the Clews. 

PORT HURON, Mich., Jan. 9.—De- 
scriptions of the Rev. John H. Car- 
michael, the circuit rider, are published 
today all over Michigan and in the 
neighboring states and Canada and sev- 
eral reports have already been received 
from persons who saw men they 
thought answered this identification. 
The latest came from Albert Gladman, a 
Detroit coal dealer, who thinks he saw 
Carmichael in his coal yard early this 
morning. When he tried to question the 
man the latter hurried away. 

~ Thus far, however, little iesinaa | is 
attached to any of the alleged clews 
regarding the clergyman’s movements 
since the morning of the crime. 

. False Teeth in Ashes. 

On the strength of Dentist Charles W. 
Bowbeer’s identification of the false 
teeth found in the ashes of the church 
stove, the police today have dropped ali 
other theories, for the time being, and 
are proceeding on the supposition that 
Browning is the victim of. the pastor. 

The explanation most generally put 
forward is that the two men, who were 
known to be bound by some secret tie 
—apparently a plan they were working 
out together—met at the’ Rattle Run 
church by appointment on the evening 
of the murder and there quarreled; and 
that in the fight that ensued the min- 
jeter killed Browning and then cut up 
his body and crammed it into the stove. 

Dark and Gloomy. 

Evidence has. accumuiated to show 
that Carmichael may have been: insane 
or that he was at least in a morbid 
state of mind bordering on lunacy. At 
least one of his near relatives has been 
in an insane asylum. A manuscript 
novel he submitted to a friend in Detroit 
shows that his mind was running in 
dark and gloomy channels. 

These facts are used to support a 
rather fantastical theory that the min- 
ister was really mad and that he lured 
Browning, the ignorant, simple-minded 
carpenter, to the lonesome church and 
slew him as a blood sacrifice. This 
supposition, however, is injured by the 
fact that criminal records show that 
this kind of man seldom tries to es- 
cape, or disappears as effectually as 
Carmichael.

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MALONEY LEADS 
ALL IN GREAT 
MARATHON RACE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Smashing~ the 

American amateur record of 20 years’ 
standing to smithereens, Matt Maloney, 
the great distance runner of the Trinity 
Athletic Club of Brooklyn, won the 
American Marathon race last night at 
Madison Square Garden. Running strdng 
and fresh, d barefooted, Jim Crowley 
of the Irish-American Athletic Club fin- 
ished nd. Sidney Hatch of Chicago 
was third. 
The Brooklynite possessed the most 
stamina and never once during the 26 
miles did he falter. For 20 miles it 
Was a dual race between Maloney and 
Crowley. At that point of the race the 
latter’s feet began to trouble him and 
twice he was forced to leave the track 
to have them treated. While he was 
off, Maloney continued at a fast pace 
and was soon several laps in front and 
he finished six laps in front, ahead of 
the record mark made by W. Gassman 
in 1884, 

Maloney’s time:-was 2 hours 54 minutes 
and 45 2-5 seconds, which was 10 minutes 
and 2 seconds slower.than the time 
made by Dorando when he beat Johnny 
Hayes over the same. track. 

Only once during the grind was this 
mark in danger. At the end of the 
thirteenth mile, while Sammy Mellor was
